Pinkerton, riding to the Reception 
Hospital, Coney Island, in the auto 
mobile ambulance with Fowles, who is 
his friend, said to Dr. Peck: “That 
shot was meant for me.” 

CANNOT FIND SHOOTER. 

Though all the Pinkerton men avail- 
able, as well as Central Office detec- 
tives and the Coney Island police, 
were put to work at once, no trace 
has been found of the man who fired 
the shot. 

The bullet cut through Fowles’s 
straw hat, struck him in the right 
side of the back of the skull, ranged 
downward and cut its way out near 
the nape of the neck. 

FOWLES WILL RECOVER. 

Fowles is not seriously wounded 
and was able to be moved, last night, 
from the hospital to the Brighton 


lives at No. 511 Hickory street, Buf- 
falo; has no commercial connections 
in New York, and knows very few 
persons here, none of whom, he says, 
is an enemy. 

“I may be wrong,” Pinkerton said 
to a reporter, “but I regard it as re- 
markable that a bullet should find its 
way to a little group of which I was a 
member and strike a man standing 
so close to me that our shoulders all 
but touched. 

“If the incident had happened in 
the Western country, I would not be 
surprised, as affairs of vengeance out 
there are settled with the bullet, but 
in a law-abiding community, such as 
this, the attack, if attack it was, is 
inexplicable.”

CARELESS MERRY MAKERS. 
FIREARMS DEADLY YESTERDAY.

NEW YORK, July 4.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Careless merrymakers 
armed with revolvers and other fire- 
arms today endangered the lives of 
the public, as well as their own, to a 
greater degree than has ever been 
known in this city. 

One man was killed by a stray bul- 
let; three boys and a girl were prob- 
ably fatally injured: a score were 
badly hurt In the same manner, and 
many, by the haphazard handling of 
firearms, inflicted painful injuries by 
shooting themselves. 

The toy pistol has practically disap- 


peared as a means of promoting lock- | 


jaw. The ordinary revolver, supposed 
to be loaded only with powder and 
wad, has taken its place, for today 
more than half a hundred persone 
were injured by “blank” cartridges— 
an unprecedented number. 

The toy cannon and the bomb, ow- 
ing to the activities of the fire depart- 
ment, ceased to be factors, but the 
reckless man and boy with the re. 
volver were busy today at their dead- 
ly work. 

In violation of the law, men stepped 
from open doorways and fired revolv- 
ers of heavy caliber in the air, and 
that many of these were loaded the 
reports of the hospitals conclusively 
show. Even boys of tender years 
came into the possession of small 
weapons, which they freely used as 
if they believed it impossible to in- 
jure anyone with shooting-gallery am- 
munition.

Lincoln did not treat anything that 
was done against him as wrong call- 
ing for vengeance, but for a remedy, 
and it is in just that spirit that the 
American people must approach their 
problems of today. 

“We have not so great problems as 
Lincoln had,” he said, “but we have 
problems, and the way we face them 
will give our children cause for pride 
or for shame. If citizens of Lincoln's 
time had not done their duty, we 
could not have held up our heads to- 
day.” 

HOLDS HIS AUDJENCE. 

“Hear! Hear!” came from the as- 
sembled crowd.

BRYAN'S ADDRESS. 

The subject of Bryan's address was 
“The White Man's Burden,” and he 
BSaid-in part: 

“The memory of the evening spent 
with the American Society, Thankegiv- 
ing Day, two and a half years ago, 
is such a pleasant one that I esteem 
myself fortunate to be able to accept 


the invitation so kindly extended by | 


our distinguished ambassador, Hon. 
Whitelaw Reid, to be your guest on 
this occasion. Our English friends, 
under whose flag we meet tonight, re- 
calling that this is the anniversary 
of our nation’s birth, would doubtless 
pardon us if our rejoicing contained 
something of self-congratulation, for 
it ie at such times as this that 
are wont to review those 


United States 
the nations. 

“But I hope I shall not be thought 
lacking in patriotic spirit if, instead 
of drawing a picture of the past, 
bright with heroic deeds and wun- 
paralleled in progress, I summon you 
rather to a serious consideration of 
the responsibility resting upon those 
nations which aspire to premiership.” 

Bryan then quoted a stanza of Kip- 
ling’s verses on “The White Man's 
Burden,”” and launced into his concep- 
tions of the subject. declaring that 
among the biessings which the Chris- 
tian nations are 
and in duty bound, to carry to the 
rest of the worid, he would mention 
five: education, knowledge of the 
science of government, arbitration as 
@ substitute for war, appreciation of 
the dignity of labor and a high con- 
céption of life. He said: 

“Education comes first, and in noth- 
ing have the United States and Eng- 
land been more clearly hopeful than 
in the advocacy of univereal educa- 
tion. If the designs of God are dis- 
closed by His handiwork, then the 
Creation of the human mind itis in- 
Gubitabie proof that the Almighty 
never intended that learning should be 
monopo ized by a few. and he arrays 


its 


himself against the plans of Jehovah, | 


who would deny intelectual training 


. te any part of the human race. 


“It is a false ciwilization, not a true 
one, that countenances the permanent 
Separation of society into two dis- 
tinct classes, the one encouraged to 
improve the mind and the other con- 
demned to hopeless ignorance. Equa!- 
ly false is that conception of inter- 
national politica which would make 
the prosperity of one nation depend 
upon the exploitation of another.” 

APPROVAL OF ASIATICS. 

Continuing, Bryan -sald: 

“No one questions that Japan‘s !n- 
fivence has been 
since she has emerged from Iiliteracy. 
and endowed her people with public 
Schools open to all 
girls. The transition from a position 


of obscurity into a world power was. 
Scarcely more rapid than her transi-. 


tion from a menace inte an ally. 
“China is entering upon a similar 
experience, and I am confident that 
her era of reform will make her. 
not a ‘yellow peril,” but a powerful co- 
laborer in the international vineyard. 
“In India, in the Philippines, in 
Egypt, and even in Turkey, statistics 
Show a gradual extension of educa- 
tion, and I trust I will be pardoned if 
I say that neither the armies nor the 
navies, nor yet the commerce of our 
nations, have given us so just a claim 
to the gratitude of the people of Asia 
as have our school teachers, sent. 
many of them. by private rather than 

by public funda.” 
APPROVES THE PRESIDENT. 

Concerning the benefits of arbitra- 
tion, Bryan went on to say: 
“Our country has reason 
tulate iteelf upon the success of 
President Roose velt in hastening 
between Russia and Japan. 
rough him our nation won.a morai 
victory more glorious than a victory 
in war. King Edward has also shown 
himeelf a promoter of arbitration. and 
a large number of members of Parlia- 
ment are enlisted in the same work.

RECOGNITION OF LABOR. 


In appealing “for a clearer recogni- 
tion of the dignity of labor.” 
eald: “The odium which rests upon 
the work of the hand has exerted a 
baneful influence the world around. 
The theory that idleness is more hon- 
orable than toll—that it ts more re- 
spectable to consume what others 
have produced than to be a producer 
of wealth—has not only robbed society 
of an enormous sum, but it has creaed 
an almoet impasseabie culf 
the leisure classes and those who sup- 
port them. Tolstoy is right itn assert- 
ing that most of the perplexing prob- 
lems of society grow out of the lack 
of sympathy between man and man. 
Because some imagine themselves 
above work while others see before 
them nothing but a life of drudgery, 
there is constant warring and much 
of bitterness. When men and women 
become ashamed of doing nothing and 
sirive to «ive to soctety full compen- 
#ation for all they receive from &o- 
clety. there be harmony between 
the clasrees.” 

BROADENS HIS VIEWS. 

Pryan closed his remarks 
lows: 

“While in America and in Europe 
there is much to be corrected and 
abundant room for improvement. 
there has never been so much altru- 
fem in the world as there is today— 
never #0 many who acknowledge the 
indissoluble tie that binds each to 
every other menrber of the race. I 
have felt more pride in my own coun- 
trymen than ever before, aa I have 
visited the circuit of schools, hospitals 
and churches which American money 
has built around the world. The ex- 


ample of the Christian nations though | 


but feebly reflecting the light of the 
Master, is gradually reforming 80- 
ciety.”

Prolong Old War.

Minority Owners Seek Share 


in Westlake Lands, 
Election of New Directors Is 
Latest Twist. 


If they failed to make the Uncle) 


Sam Oil Company pay 

out of the oll supposed 
underlile its holdings, some of 
the stockholders think they at 
least have a right to the profits 


being made out of the lands in the 
Westlake district which belonged to 
the company until they were, as al- 
leged, swallowed by Hardison’s Im- 
peria] Oil Company. 

When some Uncle Sam stockholders 
discovered that the valuable lands 
had slipped away and were being cut 
up into building lots, they felt wrathy 
and began a suit against the company 
and its officers and directors. The 
land is saic to worth $180,000. 

Dr. Josiah E. Cowles, H. J. Kramer 
and F. E. McConnell formed a com- 
bative trio, and through their attor- 
neys, Jones and Drake, began a suit 
in the Superior Court to have an ac- 
counting and have a receiver appoint- 
ed. Charges were made that the 
game at which they had been invited 
to play was off color. 

On the other hand, the officers of 
the Uncle Sam Company some of whom 
have important interests in the Im- 
perial Oi} Company claim that the Im- 
perial organization did the work for 
the Uncle Sam, for which they did not 
receive cash payment down, and that 
in self-protection the accumulated in- 
debtedness was wiped out by the 
— Sam transferring title to its 
land. 

The Uncle Sam minority stockhold- 
ers claim, however, that there is only 
sufficient truth to befog the situation. 
It is true that the pocket corporation 
of W. L. Hardison did a good deal for 
the Uncle Sam, for which payment 
was made by floating paper, and this 
was made necessary by Uncle Sam 
having pinned its faith to an easterly 
extension of the Kern River field. A 
tract of land was purchased and 
Uncle Sam took a flyer at Bakersfield 
that made the stockholders dizzy. 
And never a sign of oll showed up. 

But the Los Angeles holdings were 
in the Westlake district and as bulld- 
ing operations have extended they 
are now claimed to be worth at least 
$180,000—-anyway the disgruntled stock-

Yesterday a party of engineers and 
others financially interested left for 
the intake for a final determination 
on future action. Assistant Chief En- 
gineer L. H. Long of the Southern Pa- 
cific and his aesistant, E. Carrilo, re- 
turned here Mat evening. From Mr. 
Long it was learned that the Southern 
Pacific had decided to build a railroad 
from Pilot Knob to the Intake. A 
part, of surveyors, under Mr. Carrilo, 
commenced work on the line today. 

As several bridges will have to be 
bullt HK will probably take two 
months to complete the road. The 
read is to deliver rock to the river 
from Pilot Knob. It is sald that the 
entire mountain will be dumped In the 
river if necessary to return it to its 
old channel. 

Each day renders the task more dif- 
ficult. What one dollar would have 
done a year ago ten will not do now. 
A year ago twenty-five feet of water 
in the river would have flooded the 
whole country. Today ti will not 
reach to the top of the banks. At this 
time about 9,000 second feet are 
pouring through the intake. By the 
middie of August this will probably 
be reduced to less than 10,000 feet, and 
it may even fall as low as 5000 feet. 
This amount of water can be easily 
handied through the lower headgate. 

It is the intention of the company 
to carry the river through this head- 
gate and after making a semi-circle 
of about 1200 feet will return it to ite 
present channel. This will leave near- 
ly @ quarter of a mile of the channel 
dry, and it is across this that the dam 
ig to be built. When this has 
done the big headgate will be gradu- 
ally closed and the Colorado forced 
again through its old channel, 

A month ago the channel at the 
bridge had deepened at least three 
feet, and there is nothing to prevent 
it continuing up the river another 
twelve miles and wundercutti the 
foundation of the reclamation y 

The plan has the approval of all 
engineers who have examined it, and 
there is reason to hope that it will be 
a successful one. It*is, however, ad- 
mitted that nothing but actual trial 
can show its success or failure. Had 
this been done before the channel had 
scoured to its present depth the pos- 
sibility of a failure would have been 
reduced to a minimum, but at this 
time the water will have to be raised 
more than half the depth of the chan- 
nel. “Can this be done?” is the all- 
important question. 

There is nearly twenty feet of wa- 
ter in the river at this time, and the 
bed of the old channel is still above 
the top of the water. This fact, alone, 
evidences the difficulties to be met 
with in returning it to its old course. 

A month ago, when the gauge at the 
railroad bridge in Yuma, showed 
twenty-seven feet, 
the flow went to the Gulf. Under the 
same conditions now it would all go 
to the Salton Sea. This scouring of 
the river not only affects California 
“but also Arizona. The “Yuma project” 
will be endangered if this scouring is 
allowed to continue, and continue it 


will unless the river can be 
turned down tts old channel. 

An immense clam shell dredge, to 
cost $75,000, is being bullt here. It 


will be capable of lifting fifty tons at 
one time. and remove five yards of 
earth each shovelful. It will be neces- 
sary to get this dredge into the Im- 
perial canal before the river is closed, 
as it is too large to through the 
Imperial headgate. It barely possi- 
ble that it will have to be wsed to 
deepen the old river channel. In that 
event other means will have to be 
adopted in order to, get it In.

The death of Mrs. H. Maria Sher- 
man. wife of Rev. Roger Sherman.

undertook the primary clasees in

| was at the time of her death the pres- 


ident of the Southern California Wom- 
ans Home and Foreign Society in the 
Adventist denomination. In the early 


spring she was very ill and underwent | 


a critical operation at the Pasadena 
Hoepital. During ihe trying time and 
in her subsequent iliness she was the 
same strong and unselfish woman who 
had drawn about her In many parts of 
the world a host of loving friends. Re- 
sides a husband. she leaves a sister 
and two brothers. Dr. Sherman and 
his brother will take the body back to 
her girlhood home at Weymouth, Mass.

LONG BEACH HAS RECORD CROWD 
AT CELEBRATION.

| Forty and Sixty Thousand People 
Participate in National Jubilation. 
Remarkable Display of Autos. 


LONG BEACH, July 4.—This city to- 
i\day entertained more visitors than ever 
before in her History. From early 

dawn until late in the afternoon, the 
| Pacific Electric Company, running 
trailers, at two-minute intervals, piled 
lite loads into the city. At noon, the 
streets, the park, the pler and the 
beach were one living crowded mass of 
humanity. Up and down the beach 
they surged, from Alamitos to Golden, 
‘yet withal good natured and uncom- 
| plaining. 

Throughout the entire day not an ac- 
cident was reported and only four ar- 
rests had been made at dark. Kevol- 
vers, bomb-canes and giant crackers 
|}were confiscated whenever found and 
‘the result was a reasonably sane cele- 
bration. 

From reports of railroad and street 
‘car men, and in comparison with other 
crowds, a conservative estimate of the 
throng today would range between 49,- 
00 and 60,000 people. 

At 5:30 this morning Long Beach 
|was awakened by the Sons of Veterans 
with a salute of twenty-one guns, and 
young America was not song in re- 
sponding. 

| At 8:30 o'clock an electric auto 
} started on a short run through the 
business streets, scattering a trail of 
colored paper and three minutes later 
a flock of boys started helter-skelter 
over the outlined route. Tweive started, 
‘but only four finished. Robert Con- 
nelly finished first, in four minutes, 
with William Ball second. 

At 10:30 o'clock the annual parade 
took place. Compared with former 
years the allegorical floats were much 
inferior, but this was more than bai- 
anced by ‘the remarkable display of 
‘automobiles, there being over fifty in 
line, all prettily decorated. 

The best float was that of the Y¥.M.C. 
|A., showing a camp and a repetition 
‘of the frolics of a reaent trip of thirty 
of the boys.

BEACH AGLOW WITH PATRIOTIC. 
DECORATIONS. | 


Many Villages Turn Out En Masse 
to Participate in Observation of the 
Glorious Fourth—Hundreds of Pri- 
vate Picnic Parties—Eight-Oar 
Barge Race an Interesting Feature. 


OCEAN PARK, July 4.—The beach | 
was gay with decorations of flags and. 
bunting today. in commemoration of 
the one hundred and thirtieth anniver- | 
sary of the nation’s birthday. A fog. 
obscured the sun and with a light | 
breeze from off the sea the day was 
pleasant, but a trifle too cool to satisfy 
the tastes of the vendors of lemonade. 

The first cars that arrived from the 
city in the morning carried comfortable 
loads; and, as the day grew older. 
standing-room on the common carriers 
was at a premium. 

People flocked to the seashore from 
all directions. The Los Angeles-Pacific 
electric line had every passenger coach 
in commission, and ali cars ran through 
to the seaside. 

Hollywood, Colegrove, Sherman, The 
Palms, and all villages, hamlets and 
crossroads between Los Angeles and 
the sea contributed almost their entire . 
population to assist in swelling the 
crowds along the shore. 

The board walk from North Beach in 
Santa Monica, clear through Ocean 
Park and Venice and on down to the 
termination of the promenade on the 
Strand, w alive from morn unt!! mid- 
night. The beach was the scene of | 
hundreds of private picnic-dinner par- | 
ties, while every foot of the three-mile 
stretch of surf attracted unnumbered | 
bathers. 

Perhaps the most interesting feature 
of the morning programme was the 
eight-oar barge race on the ocean. The 
contesting teams were from Ocean 
“Park and Playa del Rey. The course 
was from the wharf at Pier avenue to. 
to the White Star pier on Hollister ave- | 
nue. The race was a three-heat one, 
and each heat was a race in Itself. The 
Ballona boys won the first and last. 
each by a few seconds, while the Ocean 
Parkers won the second heat by two) 
seconds. During the contest the piers | 
and the beach for the entire distance | 
were one solid mass of humanity, the 
number of spectators running high into | 
the thousands. 

At the band atand in the new pavilion 
facing Ocean Front. the All-American | 
band of fifty pieces rendered concerts 
during the day. The roller skating rink | 
in the same building received its in- 
formal dedication during the morning | 
and throughout the day was a4 scene 
of unceasing activity. This auditorium, | 
which has been built on piling over the 
water, occupies the entire space be- 
tween Marine street and Plier avenue. 
It is 710x120 feet and contains an audi- 
torlum 74x150 feet. This is surrounded | 
on three sides by a gallery, and when) 
completed will have a seating capacity | 
of 6000. A well-equipped stage of large | 
size is one of the features of the bulld- 
ing. The stage ts large enough for the | 
presentation of any attraction that can | 
be put on in Los Angeles, and high 
grade operas are promised during the 
season. 

The two plers that surround the new 
pavilion and join their ends In a grace- 
ful curve a thousand feet from the 
shore have been completed at a cost 
of more than $40,000. Over $50,000 is be- 
ing spent on the pavilion itself. 

The attraction during the evening | 
was 4 great electric llumination of the, 
pavilion and the display of fireworks. 
The batteries of bombs and rockets 
were exploded from the deep-sea end | 
of the crescent pier. The shore line 
and beach for a mile in either direc- 
tion thus became an ampitheater for 
the thousands tho enjoyed the evening 
in sitting on the sandy shore and wit- 
nessing the explosions in midair and.
